Viscount Ishii Ends Task 


By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Japan and the United States have reached 


a complete agreement in regard to China and at the same time have 
arrived at a clear understanding as to military, naval and economic i 
cooperation in the war against Germany. 


This momentous development was announced today by Secretary 


Lansing, who made puhlic notes exchanged between him and Viscount 
Isttii, the special Japanese ambassador, formally recording an agree- 
ment recognizing that Japan has a special interest in China, hut pledg- 
ing the independence and territorial integrity of the great eastern re- 
public and reaffirming the doctrine of the "open door" for commerce 
and industry. 


In. a statement accompanying the 


note Lansing said Viscount Ishii and 
the members of his mission, now on 
their way home, had performed a ser- 
vice of the highest value to the United 
States, as well as to Japan, by clear- 
ing away misunderstandings which, 
if unchecked, promised to develop a 
serious situation in the Far East. He 
spoke of an attitude of constraint and 
doubt 
fostered by a campaign 
of 


falsehood adroitly and secretly car- 
ried on by the Germans and said that 
through the frankness and cordiality 
of the Japanese commissioners the 
propaganda of years had been undone 
in a few davs. 
NOT KNOWN THAT FAR 
EAST WAS DISCUSSED 


Until last night, when an Associated 
Press cable despatch from Peking an- 
nounced that the Japanese ambassa- 
dor there had Informed the Chinese 
foreign office of the signing of an 
agreement by Secretary Lansing and 
Viscount Ishii, it had not been known 
generally that the delicate Far East- 
ern question had been taken up at 
the conference between the commis- 
sioners and American, officials.

lations of the two governments, but 
there is no doubt that the feeling of 
suspicion was increasing and the un- 
true reports were receiving more and 
more credence in spite of the earnest 
efforts which were made on both 
sides of the Pacific to counteract a 
movement which would jeopardize the 
ancient friendship of the two nations. 


"The visit of Viscount Ishii and his 


colleagues has accomplished a great 
change of opinion in this countrs*. By 
frankly denouncing the evil influences 
which have been at work by openly 
proclaiming that the policy of Japan 
is not one of aggression, and they 
declaring that there is no intention

tween the employees and the operators of the iron 
Trades and the shipbuilding industry, the federal 
mediation board has rendered its decision. The 
new wage scale drawn up and the rules governing 
working conditions were published in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE. 


The mediation board states that the basic factor 


used t° determine the new schedule was the in- 
crease in the cost of living since the beginning of 
tie war, and that it found this factor on the Pa- 
cific Coast to be about 35 percent. The new wage 
scale embodies an average increase in wages of 35 
percent over the wages prevailing when the em- 
ployees filed their new demands on September 1st. 
The board also states that it believes that "the 
public approves the intention of the government to 
protect as far as may be possible American stand- 
ards of living." 


The new wage schedule prescribed by the boarcf 


involves increases all along the line. The minimum 
wage for common laborers is now ?3.2o a day, as 
against §2.75 tinder the old schedule. Other wage 
rates demanded by the union were granted in a 
fiTthetantiallv Inrg-pv 
amount and 
some were 


granted in toto. 


The method of determining a basis for the new 


rates of pa^ — Hie present cost of living— was ad- 
mittedly the proper one. and if it is true that living 
costs have gone up only 35 percent, tlie new sched- 
ule is incontrovertably fair. 


Representatives of the employees, however, have 


stated they are not satisfied with the decision of 
the board of mediation. Reasons for their dissatis- 
faction are not given, but since the demands for 
increases were based upon the increased cost of 
living, and the claim that only a living wage was 
wanted, it is to be assumed that there is not com- 
plete agreement on tbe increase in the cost of 
living. 


If the increase actually is more than 3o percent 


the board of mediation has erred in its finding of 
facts. The mistake would seem to have been made 
by not holding more exhaustive hearings on this 
phase of the manor before the consideration of the 
wage scale was taken up. In such case, a further 
investigation should be held as soon as practicable. 
the new wage t,calc being adhered to in the mean- 
time.
